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Please Don’t Tear Off The Stamps! 


(By Gerald E. Wellburn) 


The Canadian Statesman, an out- 
standing weekly newspaper, Bow- 
manville, Ont., whose editor is Geo. 
W. James, well-known to C.W.N.A. 
editors as a columnist of merit, in 
its issue of November 20th devoted 
considerable space to matters of 
philatelic worth. An article on an ex- 
press cover by Mr. Gerald E. Well- 
burn we are republishing herewith. 
In editorial comment by Mr. James 
he mentions that a Bowmanville resi- 
dent, who attended Capex, told him 
about seeing the cover in the Court 
of Honour display. He wrote Mr. 
Wellburn, who owns the cover, and 
the following article resulted. 


Just an old envelope addressed to 


Bowmanville, shown in the big Phila- 
telic Exhibition at Toronto, Sept. 21- 
29... your Editor wonders “Is there 
a story behind it?” 


Yes, Mr. James, listen to the story 
an old letter can tell. 


Ninety years ago one of the Porter 
boys of Bowmanville left home and 
struggled across the continent, fin- 
ally arriving in the Colony of British 
Columbia, the land of the fabulous 
gold rush of the sixties. Like a good 
boy he periodically wrote home, and 
three of his envelopes have survived 


and were shown in the Toronto Ex- 
hibition. 

Two of the envelopes were ad- 
dressed *Mr. George Porter, Bow- 
manville, Canada West." The third, 
and the most intriguing was exhibit- 
ed in the “Court of Honour" at the 
Exhibition. It was addressed “Mr. 
George Porter" with “Bowmanville” 
crossed out re-addressed “Ontario 
Bank, Try Toronto.” Evidently Mr. 
George Porter made a little trip to 
the big city and arranged that his 
mail be forwarded care of the bank. 


This old envelope is pretty (yes, 
most old “covers” are beautiful to 
those who collect them), but this one 
is exceptional. It shows three stamps: 
a red 5c Vancouver Island, a green 
10c and brown 5c United States. On 
the left of the envelope is printed in 
black a ribbon-scroll *Paid, Barnard's 
British Columbia Express" and at the 
top “Paid, Wells Fargo & Co., over 
our California and Coast Routes." 
The envelope itself is rich cream 
color, and to add to its glory, two 
of the postmarks are in bright blue. 

In 1868 young Mr. Porter was 
some where on the mainland of Brit- 
ish Columbia. He wrote home to Bow- 
manville and despatched his letter by 
Barnard's Express. Barnard ran a 
crack line of stage coaches from the 


є 


Cariboo Gold Mines along the Fraser 
Canyon to Yale, where he transferred 
the mail, gold and passengers in his 
care, to the stern-wheel rover steam- 
ers. Our letter could not travel east- 
ward across Canada, as no mail route 
existed across the Canadian Rockies. 
All letters (gold and passengers too) 
had to go west to Victoria on Van- 
conuver Island, then south to San 
Francisco, then eastward across the 
United States. 


So, at Victoria, Barnard handed 
over this letter to the agent of the 
famous American Express of Wells, 
Fargo & Co. But first he took the 
precaution to stamp the envelope 
with a Бе Vancouver Island stamp 
and got it cancelled at the Victoria 
Post Office with a numeral “35” in 
blue. By doing so he complied with 
the Colonial postal laws, under which 
express companies were sanctioned 
to carry letters. 

Wells, Fargo's Express was per- 
mitted to carry letters in the United 
States on payment of American post- 
age. As the U.S. postal rate from the 
Расїїїс Coast to Canada was 15 cents, 
an additional 5e U.S. stamp had to 
be placed alongside the 10c U.S. em- 
bossed envelope stamp. 

The Wells, Fargo agent hand- 
stamped the letter in blue “Wells, 
Fargo, Victoria, Мат. 25,” but he did 
not cancel the U.S. stamps. By ocean 
steamer, the letter travelled to San 
Francisco, and then by the well 
known six-horse galloping concord 
coaches the letter rushed eastward, 
via Salt Lake City. 

At some point, the coach connected 
with the newly constructed Union 
Pacific Railway, then pushing west- 
ward. (This was a year before the 
first transcontinental line was com- 
pleted to San Francisco). The express 
bags left the sweat and swaying of 
the stage coach, and in the creaking 
and rattling of the railway mail car 
the U.S. mail agent took over our 
letter. 

The railway mail clerk cancelled 
the American stamps, and hand- 
stamped the envelope “Union Pacific 
R.R.” And by this and subsequent 
trains the letter journeyed to Chic- 
ago, Detroit, Windsor and on to Bow- 
manville where it arrived on April 
25th, 1868, exactly one month after 
it left Victoria. Wonderful progress 
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Only a few years before, the covered 
wagons were taking six months to 
make the trip to Oregon. And finally, 
a red postmark on the back showed 
that the letter reached Toronto on 
April 27, 1868. 

Now, some of your readers may 
wonder what are the stamps worth 
on the envelope we have described? 
Stamp collectors can look up their 
catalogue, but I can save you the 
trouble. by telling you that the three 
stamps are valued at $21.50. “Oh,” 
you say “lots of stamps in the Ex- 
hibition were worth more than that." 
But someone asks “What is the en- 
velope worth?" Now you are getting 
the idea. 

If'ever you find some old letters, 
don't remove the stamps, until you 
get experienced advice as to the value 
of the entire envelope. 

So, Mr. James, will you please pay 
my respects to the late Mr. George 
Porter, for having saved his old let- 
ters and giving stamp collectors so 
much pleasure. And will you please 
tell your readers that if anyone cares 
to conduct a search and can locate 
another similar express letter from 
British Columbia to Bowmanville, I 
will be most happy to send them a 
return railway ticket from Bowman- 
ville to Vancouver (via the Union 
Pacific if they wish) and I will pay 
their hotel bill for one week on the 
sunny shore of the Pacific — and all 
this just for one little express en- 
velope, bearing stamps valued at only 
$21.50! 

But get me clear, don’t, 
don’t tear off the stamps.

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Artists’ Designs Purchased 
The Honourable G. Edouard Rin- of Toronto. Mr. Pollock is a Licen- 
fret, Postmaster General, has an-  tiate of the Society of Industrial Ar- 


nounced the details of postage stamp 
designs that have been purchased by 


the Department as a result of an 
invitation to Canadian artists to sub- 
mit designs for review by a Selection 
Committee. 

In November, 1950, artists were 
invited to submit designs on any one 
aspect of the five general subjects, 
Secondary Industries and Products of 
Canada, Well-known Wild Flowers of 
Canada, the Larger Animals of Can- 
ada, Portraits of Canadian Indians 
and Esquimaux or designs based on 
Symbols of Native Life, and Outdoor 
Scenes and Activities. The designs 
selected by the Selection Committee, 
composed of the Rt. Hon. Vincent 
Massey, P.C., C.H., Chairman of the 
Committee, and of Professors Chas. 
He 50110016," R.GA ' and" Arthur 
Gladu, have now been completed and 
are ready for reproduction as postage 
stamps. It is expected that the two 
designs selected will be released as 
postage stamps in the next year. 





One design wil appear on a 20c 
postage stamp and is intended to rep- 
resent the wealth of “Forestry Pro- 
ducts” that are manufactured from 
Canada's great timber resources. The 
main element of the design is com- 
posed of a broad strip of wood which 
at the extreme left, is cut to form 
a simple coniferous tree shape and 
at the extreme right, is bleached and 
curved into a curl of paper. Incor- 
porated in the center of this main 
element, is the simplified form of the 
type of mill which produces news- 
print.

The Executive are hopeful of ob- 
taining the utmost co-operation from 
the Customs and the improved facili- 
ties will be an inducement for all to 
visit the Exhibition.

Seott's don't mention it, Sanabria 
has it in their present edition, — the 
first Canadian Airmail, #С1, on 
double paper. 

Recently acquired a vertical block 
of 10 of this variety. They come from 
the bottom half of the sheet. Row 6 
has the lower half of the stamps on 
double paper. Row 7 the stamps are 
completely on double paper. In Row 
8 only the top edge is on double 
paper. Rows 9 and 10 are normal. 





#151 — First Postage Due Issue — 

Thin Paper — Plate Numbers 

Bogg's don't mention the plate 
numbers of the thin paper varieties 
of the 1e, 2с and 5e red violet first 
issue postage dues. There may be 
other plates in existence but the ones 
I recently added to my own collection 
are 1с — plate No. А-2 and 2c plate 
No. A-4. 





i152 — Some Notes on the 1928-29 
"Scroll Issue" 

Capital in their “Georgian Post- 
age Stamps of Canada 1912-1936” list 
the 10c green, moutain as coming 
from plates 1-3. Bogg's says plates 
1-2. Capital is correct there were 
three plates. 

Bogg's also gives the date of die 
approval on the 12c Bridge as Oc- 
tober 5, 1928. A recent die proof ac-

Veniot) and the date 20, Oct. 28. 





#153 — Illustrated Covers 

Talk with any dealer and he'll tell 
you that 19th Century and very early 
20th Century illustrated covers are 
the easiest philatelic items to move. 
Attend any stamp affair and what 
draws like honey — right again! Let 
the word get around the convention 
twat dealer “X” has just picked up a 
collection of covers, and in no time 
at all his bourse table is swamped! 
This happened at Capex, and it is 
repeated every week somewhere. 

My own preferences run to hotels, 
agrieultural implements and animals, 
fairs and exhibitions, patriotic, maps 
and conveyances. There are many, 
many other possibilities, including 
tobacco products, costumes and cloth- 
ing, circus and entertainers, scenic 
views, community “booster covers, 
grocery products, patent medicine, 
and insurnace companies are just a 
few. 

If you haven’t already started one 
or more of these as a sideline collec- 
tion, I recommend it. You’ll be sur- 
prised at the fun you'll have for 
relatively little cost, and will be 
pleased with the comments of other 
collectors when you show even a 
modest collection.

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Forgotten Adventures of Sir Sanford Fleming 


(By Mona Purser, ‘The Home-maker’ 
in The Globe and Mail) 

Anybody who had not known of 
this fact before must have learned 
during the recent International Phila- 
telie Exhibition in Toronto that the 
first postage stamp issued in Canada 
was designed by Sir Sandford Flem- 
ing. But I wonder how many Canad- 
jans know for how many other ‘firsts’ 
Sir Sandford is responsible. Certain- 
ly an evening spent with Dr. and 
Mrs. L. B. Williams and a talk from 
Dr. Williams, illustrated by a selec- 
tion from his great collection of color 
photographs, was a real enlighten- 
ment to a small group of Toronto 
women who had the additional pleas- 
ure of meeting Miss Maude Fleming, 
niece of the great Scottish-Canadian, 
and of hearing from her a number of 
homey and humorous incidents from 
the family life of Sir Sandford and 
his brothers, all of whom seem to 
have had quite unusual gifts and 
interests. 

The 18-year-old boy, who came 
from Kirkcaldy, in Fifeshire, with 
his older brother, David, in 1845, had 
never before been further from home 
than Peebles. His uncle had served 
under Wolfe at Quebec and he was 
anxious to try his fortunes in the 
New World — where his father and 
other brothers joined him later. And 
this boy was destined to be the first 
engineer-in-chief of the C.P.R. He 
founded the Royal Canadian Insti- 
tute. He was responsible for the lay- 
ing of the Pacific cable from British 
Columbia to Australia and for the 
establishment of Standard Time 
throughout the world in 1883. Though 
not himself a university man, he was 


Chancellor of Queen's University 
from 1880 to 1915. 
Dr. Williams’ pictures showed 


scenes of yesterday and today, em- 
phasizing the contrasts between the 
Canada in whose advancement Sir 
Sandford played such a part and the 
Canada in which his dreams had been 
realized. They showed scenes in the 
Scotland he had left and in the New 
World to which he had come. And 
along with them went a word story 
of the Fleming boys’ embarkation on 
a sailing ship, their arrival at Quebec 


and 11 days later at Peterborough, 
where they saw their first Indians 
and met the daughter of Sheriff Hall, 
whom Sandford was to marry 10 
years later. 

They were astonished to find at 
Cobourg an inland port so like a sea- 
port, and Dr. Williams remarked on 
the way we take for granted our 
fresh water sea — the greatest in the 
world. 

In his training and experience as 
a surveyor-engineer, Sandford had 
plenty of hardship and adventure for 
20 years. He found time, on the side, 
to win some fame as a sculptor in 
wood. His brother David became town 
engineer at Collingwood, where 
Fleming's Wharf recalls his services 
and where he is also remembered as 
a lithographer and as ambidextrous. 
Near Collingwood also, there are sou- 
venirs of another brother, Andrew, 
in the form of woodcarving on the 
staircase of his father's house. John 
Fleming illustrated Hind's book on 
the Red River Expedition and wrote 
four chapters of it. Miss Fleming’s 
father was Alexander and agriculture 
was his great interest. She herself 
was educated at Queen's and spent a 
great deal of time in her uncle’s home 
in Kingston when he was Chancellor. 
Of his six children, all are now gone, 
excepting, possibly, one daughter, 
who married a Frenchman. 

Sir Sandford, Dr. Williams says, 
had a rare combination of imagina- 
tion and common sense, and he cred- 
its him with setting the ball rolling 
toward Confederation. 


A Victoria lady in, renewing her 
subscription writes:—The reproduct- 
ion of the 3d beaver on your mag- 
azine cover came in very handy in my 
boys’ stamp club at school. With the 
centenary of Canadian stamps com- 
ing up, we used 15 of your “Popular 
Stamps” (I don’t destroy my past 
copies) to study the first Canadian 
stamp, on a much larger scale than 
was possible with the stamp itsedf.

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Mostly About Plate Blocks

The latest development in the plate 
6 of 4c Orange story is the discovery 
of a lower left position, the only one 
reported so far by Mr. Guy Roy of 
Matone, Quebec. Mr. Guy Roy was 
kind enough to send me a photo of 
this block and it is interesting to note 
the lines through the control number 
which foretell the approaching end 
of the plate. Incidentally, I welcome 
warmly to this column a collector 
from the great province of Quebec. 
Bienvenue, Monsieur Roy! 

Speaking of control numbers, I am 
reminded that I recently wrote a 
short essay on these from 1937 to the 
present for the British North Am- 
erica Philatelic Society. I was trying 
to establish some relationship þe- 
tween control number апа plate 
scarcity. I came to the conclusion 
that only a list of plates used with 
numbers printed from each could do 
this. As I have mentioned before, the 
Post Office has indicated a willing- 
ness to give us this, if we on our 
part, indicate a desire to have it. 

I did discover a few interesting 
things, such as the fact that control 
numbers since 1937 rise and fall with- 
in limits which are approximately 
five hundred and fourteen hundred, 
and that the four cent War Issue be- 
gan and ended with the same control 
number, 1285, completing a full cycle. 

Speaking of B.N.A.P.S., I am 
amazed that more plate block collec- 
tors do not belong to it. Mr. Gordon 
Lewis, the editor of its magazine 
(Topies) is very much interested in 
plate blocks and sees to it that they 


are given their fair share of atten- 


tion. The Plate Block Study Group 
has to its credit the Canada Plate 
Block catalogue, which certainly is 
the best investment any plate block 
collector could make. {I heard of one 
fortunate man who picked up the 
hundred dollar Die Two variety of 
the one line 1926 overprint at a song, 
simply because he had the catalogue 
to guide him.) I am amazed, too, 
that there are still stamp dealers 
selling plate blocks without using the 
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catalogue, I suggest to dealers and 
collectors alike that the price of the 
catalogue can be saved many times 
in the sale or purchase of a single 
block. Think it over! 

In conclusion, I wish to say thanks 
to those who have written me during 
the past month with kind words for 
my column, including Rev. R. S. 
Smith of Clarenceville, Que., Miss W. 
R. Smith of Toronto, and Ernest Mer- 
rikin of Williamsburg. I do appre- 
ciate your letters and hope to hear 
from you again. That goes for any 
others who wish to write to me, care 
of our editor. It is a surer method 
than that of the collector who visited 
me during the holidays, and asked if 
I could tell him who “Scotia” was! 


LETTER TO THE EDITOR 
To the Editor, Popular Stamps: 

Referring to short article on stamp 
grading, page 20 of P.S. for Decem- 
ber. It seems to.me a rather better 
answer could have been given your 
correspondent in this matter, which 
is of interest to many of your read- 
ers, for after all, grading is not quite 
as hit-or-miss as your remarks would 
indicate. 

A sound stamp may be badly off- 
center (as long as the perfs do not 
cut the frame) and quite heavily can- 
celled and yet be classed commerci- 
ally as “fine,” or if a bit better cen- 
tered, as “very fine," though Scott’s 
would apparently consider such 
stamps as “slightly defective,” unless 
such centering and cancelling’ were 
usual with the stamps of the country 
involved. 

The best way to learn about stamp 
grading is by comparing the printed 
description with the photos in auction 
catalogs from various dealers.

TELLS ABOUT SIR SANDFORD 
FLEMING 


The following is from a report by 
Aleen Aked of Toronto’s Durham 
Club meeting which appeared in the 
November 20th issue of the Bowman- 
ville Statesman. 

Miss Maud E. Fleming, M.A., dis- 
tinguished linguist, graduate of 
Queen's University and niece of Sir 
Sandford Fleming (1827-1915), was 
introduced by Dr. L. B. Williams as 
the guest speaker whose subject “Ке- 
miniscences,” recalled past happen- 
ings in her family. 

Talking of Sir Sandford Fleming 
(Uncle Sandford), Miss Fleming told 
of how he usually accomplished what 
he set out to do; how his knowledge 
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of railways helped him build Can- 
ada's first; how he drew the plans 
for Peterboro, Cobourg, Port Hope 
and Newcastle; who as the Chancel- 
lor of Queen's University presented 
her with her diploma; of having din- 
ner at Uncle Sandford's with 52 pre- 
sent; of him putting his cane through 
the window of the train when the 
heat was stifling and the trainman 
said the windows wouldn't open, and 
of asking the bill be sent to him; 
of becoming exceedingly good at 
chess on his 49 trips across the At- 
lantic; and of numerous stories il- 
lustrating his sense of humour. His 
brother, John, was the surveyor of 
the Red River Expedition, whose 
paintings and sketches are in the 
John Ross Robertson collection. 

Finishing reminiscing by reading: 
an extract from a letter written on 
Sir Sandford's 88rd birthday to his 
family, Miss Fleming concluded by 
reading: 

“T have often thought how grate- 
ful I am for my birth into this 
marvellous world and how anxious I 
have always been to justify it. I have 
dreamed my little dreams, I have 
planned my little plans and begrudg- 
ed no effort to bring about what i 
regarded as desirable results. I have 
always felt that the humblest among 
us has it in his power to do some- 
thing for his country by doing his 
duty and that there is no better mm- 
heritance to leave his children than 
the knowledge that he has done so 
to the utmost of his ability. 


“It has been my good fortune to 
have had my lot cast in this goodlv 
land and to have been associated with 
its educational and material prosper- 
ity. Nothing can deprive me of the 
satisfaction I feel in having had the 
opportunity and the will to strive 
for the advancement of Canada and 
the good of the Empire. 

“Т am profoundly thankful for the 
length of days, for active happy 
years, for friendships formed атпа 


‘especially for the memory of those 


dear souls who have enriched my 
own life while they remained on this 
side."

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This Business of Stamp Collecting 


By D. C .MacMillan 


Every collector has the idea that 
some day he will sell his collection 
at a good profit or at least that it 
will be a valuable asset to his estate. 

How many are likely to actually 
reach this goal? Are there any ideas 
or principles which should be follow- 
ed, now, by the collector to help him 
along the way? 

First of all let us consider the pos- 
sible markets for a reasonable valu- 
able stamp collection. I would say 
these are as follows: 


Auction by a reputable dealer. 
Outright sale to a reputable dealer. 
Private sale to other collectors. 
Private sale to anyone else. 


Let us consider the various factors 
involved with each of the above. 

First, the auction. Anyone who has 
received many auction catalogues 
will be aware that material for auc- 
tion must be valuable and desirable. 
This almost automatically puts the 
run of the mill collector out of the 
running because his collection is too 
general. The expense involved in run- 
ning an auction is very high (print- 
ing, eatalogues, postage, accommoda- 
tion, assistants, etc.). Therefore, and 
rightly so, the auctioneer must be 
well paid for his efforts. I believe 
the usual fee is one fifth of the sale 
price for any item with a minimum 
fee of $3.00 for any one lot. 

Next, the dealer. How many of us 
sit down and actually analyse the 
dealer's position? He must maintain 
a place of business which usually 
must have a strong box or vault and 
must be easily accessible to the pub- 
lie. He must advertise extensively to 
keep his name before the public. He 
must compete with other dealers. He 
must spend large sums for postage, 
stationery and office equipment. He 
must be prepared to invest large 
sums of money for long periods of 
time. He must be an expert. Finally, 
he must be able to meet all his ex- 
penses and make his living by the 
purchase and resale of philatelic ma- 
terial. 

Obviously, he is not going to pay 
the retail market price, or anything 
like it, for a collection. He will pick 


out the good items and pay a fair 


priee for them with the balance 
thrown in at a nominal price. 
Next, the other collector. As a 


rule, the collector is limited in funds 
and not anxious to acquire a lot of 
average material except at extra 
special bargain prices. He will prefer 
to use what money he has to fill the 
gaps in his own collection. 

As for sale to anyone else, there 
may be someone who happens along 
at the right time to purchase a col- 
lection. Otherwise, some people will 
speculate on almost anything. 

I am purposely omitting all men- 
tion of the enjoyment and pleasure 
we get from collecting and looking 
at the hobby from a purely monetary 
point of view. 

It is obvious that, if you are to 
make your collection a good invest- 
ment, you would be wise to consider 
the following suggestions: 


(1) Be an expert. Learn all you can 
about stamps and keep learning. 

(2) Sure, have your general collec- 
tion if you want to but have very 
definite tastes. Accept nothing 
but superb material and try to 
get blocks as well as singles. 

(3) Be systematic. Try to get com- 
plete sets wherever possible. 

(4) After you feel your knowledge 
is sufficient, look around for 
stamps to buy and buy only the 
£ood ones. 

(5) Be sure to get all the current 
issues as they come out because 
you never know when a good one 
will come along. 


If you have some good stamps to 
dispose of, how are you going to do 
it? The only answers I know of are 
to sell to or through a dealer, or an- 
other collector or to advertise in 
trade magazines or answer someone 
else's advertising. No matter which 
you do, you will probably be disap- 
pointed in the net returns you re- 
ceive for your stamps. If you adver- 
tise yourself, it costs you money. If 
someone else advertises, they will 
apply the cost of the advertising 
against the price they will pay. 

At this point, I would like to dis- 
cuss the question of values. There 
has been a great deal written about 
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the value of such and such a stamp. 
Consider the case of a collector who 
has a stamp which is reported to be 
worth $15.00. How does he get this 
amount for it? 

' Possibly someone is advertising 
for that stamp at the time so he 
sends it along. The advertiser ex- 
amines it and replies that the block 
has several flaws (creases and off 
centre). Because of this he is only 
prepared to pay $5.00. Our collector 
then has the alternatives of selling 
amines it and replies that the stamp 
for sale with the knowledge that it 
has been appraised for that amount 
or of keeping it for a future sale. 
He is not happy about any of these 
courses. 

Too many people ignore the factor 
of condition in stamps and as a re- 
sult end up with numbers of items 
whieh have greatly reduced resale 
values. These same people are very 
much upset if they are offered less 


than they paid or less than they think: 


their material is worth. 

Stamp collecting is really a busi- 
ness and must be done on sound busi- 
ness principles. 

One other point. A man spends 
years making himself familiar with 
the business of stamp collecting. He 
becomes an expert. One day someone 
comes to him with a large accumula- 
tion of stamps which they are anx- 
ious to sell. On examining them, he 
realizes that they have a retail value 
of $500.00. He offers $100.00 and ac- 
tually pays that amount. Is that man 
guilty of a breach of ethics? I think 
not. If he has taken the time and 
trouble required to enable him to 
evaluate an accumulation of stamps 
quickly, he is entitled to be paid for 
his efforts. On the other hand, I feel 
that a collector who, through luck 
or good judgment, acquires а valu- 
able item is entitled to cash in on his 
treasure. However, he should be reas- 
onable enough to realize that he can- 
not expect to get the full retail price 
which a dealer would get, except un- 
der special circumstances, 





Editor's note:—P.S. has frequently 
remarked that stamps should be col- 
lected for the pleasure involved, 
rather than monetary gain. However, 
one should not be unmindful of the 
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cash value that lies in a stamp col- ` 
lection which has been made from 
the better stamps. To do this one 
should know what he is about, as 
pointed out in above article. One 
would not buy stocks or bonds with- 
out learning something about their 
background, worth, etc. The same ap- 
plies to stamps. One could not expect 
to get much for an accumulation of 
stamps made up from bulk packages, 
penny approvals, etc. which one ac- 
quires for the joy of doing so. The 
pleasure you get in collecting is a 
first reward—probably chief reward. 
We're old-fashioned enough to believe 
that that’s what true  philately 
amounts to. And we believe one 
should contain his spendings therein 
within reasonable bounds. It shouldn't 
consume him (forgive the compari- 
son) like it does some people in their 
liquor spending—encroaches on their 
essentials of life. But you bring to- 
gether а stamp collection. If it's one 
made from moderate spending, say 
something similar in cost to that of 
being a camera enthusiast who ac- 
quires hundreds of snapshots, why 
worry about selling your stamp col- 
leetion anymore than you would ex- 
pect to sell those numerous snapshots 
of personal friends, scenes, ete., 
which in all probability have no mar- 
ket value yet cost you money to ac- 
quire? But if you must sell it — re- 
member it is worth something and 
probably more than a first offer un- 
less you are dealing with some long 
established and reputable dealer. 
There are those who become tired of 
collecting and will sell their соПее- 
tion for a song, as it were, just to 
get rid of it. This is unfair to the 
collector who really needs the money 
he can get for his collection. On the 
other hand if you have a valuable 
collection, you acquired such by a 
study and knowledge of philately as 
your guide and will still be your 
gulde in selling. If you have acquired 
stamps throughout the years that 
have went up in value year by year 
then you will receive your costs and 
probably a nice profit, but as pointed 
out in the above article you must take 
into account the factors involved in 
the sale, whether through a dealer, by 
advertising or private treaty. There 
are certain costs that enter into the 
pieture that must be reckoned with.
